filled with hisses. Then the professor 
tried to elucidate his' statement. He 
went on: 


Woman Loves, Man Reagong. 


"In ages past feminity, meant weak

reasons. Woman is ma'de to love, and 
man to reason. You should teach your 
daughters to prepare for wifehood ant 
motherhood and for their life of love 
Why do you fix up your girls in fin 
clothes and send them to parties?

make them marriageable." 


Again the hisses began, and they con. 


tinued until the Kansas professor was 
obliged to abandon the attempt to de 
liver his part of his address.

Winfield S. Hall of Berwyn, 111,, arose 
and declared in vehement tones that the 
position of the professor was radically 
wrong.

FILIPINO POLICY 


ONLY MANLY AND PATRIOTIC 


COURSE OPEN TO M'KINLEY. 


Sits Down Hard on the Pestiferous Pet 


,. tigrew Who Champions the Cause 


of the Rebels Against Uncle Sam's 
Authority—President is Only Doing 
His Duty. 


Washington, D. C., May 23—In thi 


senate yesterday afternoon Mr. Spoone 
made a notable speech in favor of the 
bill providing that upon the suppression 
of the insurrection in the Philippines th 
government of the islands shall devolv 
upon the President until such time as 
congress shall direct otherwise. Mr 
Spooner was almost too ill to stand, bui 
he defended with characteristic vigor 
and eloquence the policy of the admirjis 
tration in the Philippines, maintaining 
that no other policy in the circumstancei 
was possible and that none other coulc 
have been adopted without dishonor to 
the country. 


In Sharp Colloquy 


Mr. Spooner .read a portion of a proc- 


lamation issued by one of Aguinaldo's 
leaders warning the Filipinos in Manila 
that upon a specified date "all other* 
will be exterminated without compassion 
after the extirmation of the army of oc 
cupatioo." 


"Was there ever anything worse than 


that?" he demanded. • 


Mr. Pettigrew interrupted Mr. Spoon- 


er to declare that no such order or proc 
lamation was ever issued.

tained }o an official document issued by

The Wisconsin climate acd crop re- 


port for the week ending last night fa as 
follows: 


Temperature: The average tempera- 


ture for the week was slightly below 
normal, ranging from 63 degrees over 
the southwestern counties to 48 degrees 
along Lake Superior. The week openec 
decidedly warm, the temperature on 
Tuesday being generally above 80 de- 
grees, but during the afternoon a rnpic 
fall occurred aoH cool weather prevailed 
for the remainder of the week. Lighl 
frosts occurred over the northwestern 
counties on Thursday night, the temper- 
ature at Grantsburg being as low ai 31 
degrees: 


Kaicfnll; Liberal raine occurred gen 


erally in all parts of the state, except in 
the 
extreme 
northwestern counties, 


where the drought is becoming Berioue. 
Along the western border of the state, 
from the Cbippewa river southward, the 
total rainfall for the week ranged 
from 


one to two inches, while over ths south- 
ern and eastern counties the rainfall, al- 
though somewhat less, was generally 
sufficient for present needs. 


.Corn: The week was generally favor- 


able for farm work, although too cold 
f;»r vegetation to make rapid progress.

Unprecedented Display Being 


Prepared For Paris Fair. 


MANY PINE SAMPLES COLLECTED. 


One In o. Section of n Coal Vein Over 


Twelve Feet Hi&'h—Statistic*! of tlie 
Industry nx "Well as Mnny Plioto- 
R-rniilis 'Will Be Shown. 
One of the most interesting as \ve]1 


ns the most extensive of the min- 
eral exhibits at the Tarls exposition 
•will be that of coal and coke, collected 
"by F. E. Satvnrd, honorary special 
agent of tlie department of mining 
and metallurgy, says the New York 
Times. 
This exhibit will be in the 


United States building, In tho center 
tinder the rotunda, in cases specially 
provided. There have been fully 130 
samples of coal and coke collected, 
•weighing from 
C 
1 pounds up to 500 


pounds, and there is one sample that 
•will weigh much more, as it is a sec- 
tion of a coal vein found in West Vir- 
ginia and is about 12 feet high. 


It was at first very difficult to con- 


vince the producers of coal In the Unit- 
ed States that any result would be ob- 
tained from such an exhibit, as they 
thought there was but little prospect 
of the shipment of American coal 
abroad, and it was only after consider 
able effort had been expended and 
their patriotic instincts had been invok- 
•ed that they were persuaded'to do so. 
The difficulty was particularly great in 
procuring an exhibit from those 'states 
distant from the coast, aud the pro- 
ducers of the lignite coals were entirely 
averse to anything like a showing, as 
from the nature of the fuel it would 
"slack" long before the time of its ap- 
pearance in the exposition. 


In connection with each sample of 


coal showii there is an analysis of the 
coal appended, so that the foreigner 
can judge of the component parts of 
the American coals, and this ranges 
all the way from the very excellent 
and hard coals of Pennsylvania to the 
lighter coals of Washington. Samples 
have been secured from Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Virginia, West 
Virginia, 


Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa. Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Alabama, Michigan, Kan- 
sas, Indian Territory, Arkansas. Mis- 
souri, Wyoming, Utah, Montana, Colo- 
rado, California and Washington. 


This is so far as the bituminous coal 


of the United States is concerned, and 
the anthracite is represented by a dis- 
play that will attract the attention of 
every visitor to the exposition, for 
there are samples of eight sizes—name 
ly, broken, egg, stove, uut, pea, buck- 
wheat, rice aud birdseye. 
Each of 


these is in a handsome glass case, to- 
gether with an analysis thereof, the 
samples being of sufficient size to show 
•what is done in the United States in. 
the anthracite coal regions in the prep- 
aration of the coal after It has been 
mined. 


In connection with the exhibit is a 


statement in regard to the production 
of coal in the United States, and natu- 
rally Pennsylvania stands at the head 
with its 73,000,000 tons of bituminous 
coal and about 00,000,000 tons of an- 
thracite, the tons here named being 
those of 2,000 pounds. The business of 
each of the carrying companies is also 
shown, and there is a statement as to 
the county in which the coal was pro- 
duced and the distribution thereof to 
the various portions of tho country, to- 


" gether with some .interesting facts re

is given showing a geological section 
of the formation in the anthracite coal 
regions, at the Maple Hill colliery, 
which Is . one of the most extensive 
In the anthracite region and particu- 
larly interesting as showing the geo- 
logical formation of the anthracite coal 
basin.

caused by attacks of sympathizers on 
•the cars. When a mob tried, to stop'a 
car on the Citizens' line, the motorman 
fired into the crowd, but did no fur- 
ther damage than to kill a horse which 
•was being driven past. The motor- 
man was pelted with stones, but with 


. the aid of the policemen aboard suc- 


ceeded in getting away uninjured. 


On the Cass avenue line, which the 


company tried to open through uie 
heart of the strike sympathizers' dis 
trict, there 'was much rioting.
